SUBJECT— Formation of State Task Force for streamlining the Nursing Education 


In order to facilitate smooth implementation of Nursing Education in the State , after careful 
consideration the Government in Health & F. W.Departmenthave taken the following decisions : 


1. The management quota for allNursing course would be restricted to 15 % as the case 

in all other technical courses. Thus , the Government quota will be 85 % and the private 
Colleges /Schools quota willbe 15 % . 


2. The seats will only be filled up through the Central Merit List approved by the State 

Selection Committee . 


3. The admission and counseling for ANM /GNM Courses would be both online and offline 

for the session 2015-16 and thereafter only online. 


4. The admission for Basic B.Sc. Nursing , Post Basic B.Sc. Nursing and M.Sc. Nursing 

will be offline for the current session , i. e . 2015-16 and thereafter online . 


5. The OJEE will conduct test for Basic B. Sc. Nursing , Post Basic B.Sc. Nursing and 

M.Sc. Nursing from the year 2016-17 onwards and for these courses the admission 
will be made from the Central Merit list. 


6. In order to facilitate ,monitor and advise / recommend on allmatters relating to Nursing 

and Nursing related courses in the State the State Task Force is formed with the following 
members -
